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arine Institute surfaces 


Is the ocean lab a flounder?

After eight years of bureaucratic 
red tape and financial oil slicks 
such as Proposition 13, the Orange 
County Marine Institute will 
finally break ground on Friday, 
Jan. 25. But will it be of value to 
future SAC students as planned? 

Unallocated tidelands funds 
amounting to $145,000 are to be 
used to assure that the OCMI 
board has enough money to award 
a construction contract for the first 
phase. However, by reply as of last 
Friday that contract was unsigned. 

In addition to the tidelands 
fund, another $400,000 was 
granted by the county over two 
years ago, and $50,000 was 
donated to the institute by each of 
the four area community colleges - 

The Rancho Santiago 
Community College District 
(SAC), the Coast Community Col- 
lege District, the Saddleback 
Community College District and 
the North Orange County 
Community College District. 

During the two-year span, the 
institute has been unable to gain 
bids on its first phase with the 
$600,000 that it has to spend. 
Twice the bids have been too high 
($705,501 and $799,962).and shad 
to be rejected. 

The institute's initial phase was 
to open in June of 1979, but is 
presently not expected to do so for 
another year and this is causing the 
delay. 

OCMI, which is to be situated 
below the bluffs on Dana Point 
Harbor’s west end, will be a one- 
story building containing an ocean 
gallery, bookstore, office and two 
laboratory, classroom combin- 
ations. 

In the future, the institute will 


unveil a floating laboratory called 
the Fury II, and a lecture hall -- the 


phase two of OCMI’s construction. 

The 300-seat Ocean Theater will 
be the site of lectures featuring 
nationally and internationally 
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PROPOSED OCMI BUILDING- 
While most of the plans are not 
available, this picture from the 
Orange County Marine Institutes 
prospectus provides an idea of 
what the structure will look like 
when completed. The Marine 
Institute will be located in Dana 
Point and will provide instruction 
on marine life. Four community 
colleges, including Santa Ana, 
have helped to contribute funds 
toward its completion. Dr. 
Norman Watson, head of the 
project, also received funds from 
the Orange County Board of 
Supervisors. The ground-breaking 
ceremony is set for Jan. 5.

addition to SAC’s oceanography 
programs? -Will we be able to 
utilize this facility? 

“It’s not going to help us,” stated 
John Reseck, the head of the 
oceanography department here at 
SAC. “I'd even be surprised if it 
gets off the ground.” 

He attributes his beliefs to two 
factors: time and money. 

What Reseck feels was 
originally conceived eight or so 
years ago asa facility to be utilized 
by higher education he thinks was 
a “great idea.” However, because 
of inflation, the money they have 
to work with now (the $600,000 for 
construction bids on Phase 1) is 
enough only to build a facility that 
would “benefit kids in grades 
kindergarten through 12th.” So, 
that ‘original concept has 
changed,” Reseck stated. 

Dean Strenger, head of the SAC 
science department, feels that 
OCMI would be “primarily used 
for field trips.” 

Reseck agrees, saying that it 
could be utilized as a “tide pool 
area for field trips, and it would be 
more of a community service” than 
a site to be used by students at the 
college level. 

“We already have so many (tide 
pools) that are closer and better,” 
Reseck said. He gave Little 
Corona as an example. "I really 
don't see any need for it. 

“What they have is a ‘dead horse,’ 
and they're wasting a lot of time 
and money on it,” the SAC ocean- 
ographer continued. “All they've 
ever had for the project was plans 
and never any money. 

“What they will end up with is 
something very insignificant,” 
Reseck concluded.

telephones to be proposed

Have you ever tried to call SAC and had the phone 
ring 40 times without, someone answering? That 
happened to at least one student. but may not for long 
if the Board of Trustees approves of a new telephone 
system for the college. 

There have been many new proposals for improving 
the old switchboard. One is to expand the present 
switchboard, others are to installa new one, change to 
Centrex (central exchange) or convert to PBX 
(private branch exchange) dimension system, 

Members of a SAC committee. headed by Dr. 
Harold Bateman, dean of Admissions. have 
conducted a survey and may make their 
recommendations to the board at its meeting next 
Monday, January 14. 

“The question isn’t really should we get a different 
system, the question in my mind is what different 
system should be recommended.” Dr. Robert 
Matthew. vice president-Fiscal Business Operations, 
explained about the group's telephone study. 

Technical advances and money are the prime 
concern in making a decision. 

According to the telephone company, there will bea 
change trom analog to digital impusle. which means 
voice waves will be transmitted differently. New 
equipment will be needed to handle that. 

A new switchboard would allow for more stations 
that might be able to keep up with the growth of the 
college. It would also entail a monthly increase of 
about $500 a month. 

For the college to buy its own equipment would be 
very costly and it would not necessarily convert to the 
new digital impulse.

Dr. Bateman pointed out, “ICs more expensive.” 


refegring to the PBX dimension system, which is 
TN to Centrex. 

Centrex was talked about most. It would help 
relieve the problem ot overloading. is able to grow 
with the campus, is not that much more expensive and 
should adapt to advanced technology. 

The system would have one central telephone 
number for giving out information. Every office 
administrator and instructor would have his her own 
line that could be dialed direct. These phones have the 
capability of transferring cally from one to another, 
but most phones could not be used to call out. 

Otf-campus departments. such as the Continuing 
Education Center. would be linked to the college by 
the telephones. 

Patricia Ewing. chief telephone operator. said, “A 
new system would be good tor the college. but we 
might lose the personal touch.” She did admit there 
are times when service is poor. however. calls are 
handled smoothly as long as there are two at the 
switchboard. 4 

There was a question that one of the operators 
would lose her job using Centrex. Two would still be 
needed and one might be transferred to a different 
department. administrators assured. 

Many schools in the area are using Centrex. 
Saddleback College is one and their spokespeople area 
generally happy with it, except. they were having a 
problem with people on campus not understanding 
how to use the equipment. 

Just what recommendation will be made is not 
known at this time. The board's decision should be 
made by the end’of January.

Angel dust not heavenly 


From street ripoff to drug of choice, phencyclidine, 
better known as PCP or angel dust, has made its way 
through two decades as a common cause of self- 
induced insanity. : 

Park, David and Co., the maker of phencyclidine, 
already disapproved of its use on humans 20 years 
ago. However, itis stillapproved and legally marketed 
as an animal tranquilizer. 

el DON recognizes the fact that angel dust is being 
either inhaled or smoked by many people as a means 
of escaping from reality and improving one's social 
behavior. Angel dust does nothing but harm the lives 
of self-indulging people and others around them. el 
DON feels no should use it. Michael Grey, a Teen 
Challenge counselor, feels PCP is the most popular 
drug in Orange County because it is cheap, easy to 
obtain and simple to manufacture. 

Once a junkie and pusher of PCP, Grey admits that 
he ripped off several marijuana buyers by buving 
"bunk", (low-grade), marijuana and sprinkling PCP 
liquid on the leaves without the purchaser's 
knowledge. 

The buyer would believe he was receiving top-grade 
marijuana because of the "high" which resulted. 

In turn, the user would pay top price and become 
unaware of the dependency on PCP. So the rip-off not 
only affected the purchaser's pocketbook, but also his 
health and well-being. 

Unfortunately, a greater amount of angel dust is 


being bought intentionally as a person's sole means of 


attaining a "high." 

Angel dust users who think just one time won't hurt 
are being fooled by this toxic drug. 

"It is not how frequently you take angel dust that 


harms you,“ Grey states. "It depends on the amount 
you take and what kind of mood and atmosphere you 
are in.“ 

There have been an untold number of murders, 
suicides and accidental deaths caused by angel dust 
users. They are often completely unaware that they 
have done anything unusual, violent or aggressive 
afterwards. : 

Officer Bob Sayne, of the Santa Ana Police 
Department Narcotics Division, says that it takes 
seven or eight men to apprehend one PCP user. 
Individuals have gotten so out of hand thatthe SA PD 
has considered throwing a large fishing net on the 
person on PCP who has gone wild. 

When Grey was asked how long it took for him to 
get back to normal, he said, "Well, it's been four anda 
half years and I still don't feel normal.” 

During this time of withdrawal, Grey said he 
stuttered, and had a hard time remembering and 
concentrating when someone spoke to him. 

There is a controversy over whether the drug should 
be legal even for animals. The average veterinarian 
would probably not use phencyclidine on an animal 
because the drug is must too strong. 

el DON feels the circulation of PCP should be 
stopped altogether. But unless the Food and Drug 
Administration moves PCP from Schedule III to 
Schedule I of the Controlled Substances Act, CSA, 
phencyclidine will be of easy access to anyone. 

Escaping from reality and feeling good are not 
sufficient reasons for taking angel dust. There is no 
good reason, unless one is considering risking one's 
life.

“Hi, would you like to sign my 
petition? It’s for rent control.” 

Sounds like an innocent enough 
proposition, but let the potential 
signer beware. For this petition 
which has been circulating the 
SAC campus the past few months, 
is not what it seems. 


Already you, the potential. 


signer-backer of the petition, have 
been misled. The petitioner has 
asked you to sign a statement for 
rent control when actually it places 
restrictions on rent 
making it less likely for it to be 
enacted, but you don’t know that. 


Now, upon casual reading of the 
paragraph at the top of the charter. 
it once again seems as if the 
petition is pro-rent control when, 
actually, it is anti-rent control. 
This is because the petition 
disguises delaying tactics by 
pretending to localize rent control. 

Elections would be held, 
according to the text of the 
petition, in which each locality 
could decide for itself whether it 
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wants to enact rent control laws. 

The time it would take to 
localize rent control could be spent 
trying to enact further limitations, 
thus buying time. 

To the casual reader localizing 
could be the answer to more 
efficient rent control, since 
governing of the measure would 
concern less individuals than ona 
statewide level and would 
encounter fewer problems. 

The average SAC student is of 
an age where rent control is a 
pertinent issue. Students usually 
are renting already or are going to 
within a few years. 

If you are concerned about the 
soaring rent prices you probably 
signed this petition, which is fine if 
you thought you were limiting rent 
control. Unfortunately you signed 
under false pretenses. p 

If you think your signature was 
the result of either a) your lack of 
knowledge about rent control or b) 
the petitioner’s lack of knowledge 
about rent control causing him to 
mislead you with his opening 
question, you're right on both 
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counts. 

Unfortunately you are only 
partially right if you think that 
those reasons above are the ‘sole 
causes for your errant support. 

The real problem (and I can 
attest from actual petitioner 
experience) lies with the lack of 
information or misleading 
information the petitioner receives 
at the distribution center, the place 
where he; she receives the petitions 
and is paid for the signatures they 
contain. The petitioners are paid 
25 cents per signature. 

I myself carried the rent control 
petitions for six weeks and in that 
time l repeatedly told my 
employers that I wasn’t getting the 


seemed to be many who wanted 
rent control, but who didn't 
understand the petition. My 
employers never made any attempt 
to clarify the situation or my 
misgivings about the signature 
sheet. 

In letting me go on uninformed, 
the outlet was receiving signatures 
from people who thought they 
were endorsing rent control when 
they were, in fact, limiting rent 
control. 

One day just before Christmas 
break, I spoke with a woman who 
was petitioning on the SAC 
campus about a letter | had 
received from Howard Jarvis, of 
Prop. 13 fame, containing the 
exact petition I had been carrying. 
I told her of the letter and that in it 
Jarvis wrote how this petition 
would “‘lessen- government 
controls.” But the real shock lies in 
the fact that rent contro! is a 
control. 

If this petition limits 
government power, it limits rent 
controls. The woman I referred to 
earlier was a renter and carried the 
petition believing she was acting in 
her own best interests. She became 
angry saying, “I feel shocked that I 
have been hurting my cause.” 

In order to prevent any misuse 
of your signature and your 
intention, make sure you read any 
and all petitions carefully. Never 
rely on the petitioner’s “expertise” 
in these matters. Take it from one 
who has been misinformed and has 
misunderstood the rent control 
petition long enough.

What if you had an election and nobody showed up? This was 
almost the case for the winter election of seven student Senators. 
Although approximately 2,000 students hold ASB cards and are 
therefore eligible to vote, only about 60 students actually did vote, 
according to Richard Bucher, who supervised the electoral process. 
The lack of voter participation may result in the cancellation of the 
winter election. 

New student Senators are Mark Kusiak, Bob Kessler and Donna 
Rieder, who was also the 1979 homecoming queen. Four Senators 
were re-elected: Larry Stuhl, Alan McQueen, Ron Ford and Lisa 
Smith. 

Although several factors were responsible for the low voter turnout, 
lack of necessity to campaign fora Senate seat appears to be the major 
reason. Seven candidates were on the ballot. With the absence of any 
write-in candidates, all someone running had to do in order to assure 
victory was vote for him or herself. 

Consequently, no one campaigned, no one had a poster up and the 
only publicity given the election was a news brief in the Campus 
Dispatch and el DON. 

“We didn’t feel that the winter election was necessary, but it (the by- 
law requiring an electoral procedure) was in the Constitution and we 
had to follow it.” remarked Darlene Jacobson, Student Activities and 
Community Services coordinator. 

Jacobson cited several other reasons for the unsuccessful turnout. 
“At this time of year with the holidays and finals coming up--people 
just aren’t into voting. But the main reason is that the people running 
didn’t go out and campaign for votes. They didn’t need to.” 

The absence of Presidential and Vice Presidential candidates from 
the ballot also affected voter turnout adversely, according to 
Jacobson. 

“Elections that don’t have a President and Vice President running 
have a lower turnout,” she commented. “There's no real motivation to 
vote without a President and Vice President running.” 

At present, the Senate holds three elections annually. In the 
beginning of the fall semester, seven freshmen senators are elected. In 
December, seven senators are elected in what is known as the winter 
election. During the month of May in the spring semester, the 
President, Vice President and seven senators are elected. All officers 
serve a term of one academic year, with the exception of Presidential 
appointees, who serve for one semester. 

“The Senate will begin revisions of [constitutional] by-laws next 
semester.” she said. “I’m sure someone will submit a position paper 
suggesting that the election not be considered anymore.” 

Bucher agrees “We tried to get people out to vote--not for a certain 
candidate, but just to take part--and it didn’t work very well. Since 
there’s so few people running, they don’t feel the need to campaign. 
We should only have two elections per year.” 

Bucher also commented on some of the reasons for lack of student 
participation. 

“One problem isa lack of activities which interest a large majority of 
people. They have to interest more than young people.” 

Bucher is interested in recruiting older students to serve on the 
senate. Only two of the Senate’s 21 current members are over 21 years 
of age. 

“I personally hope that we can get some older students on the 
Senate,” Bucher remarked. “The reason is that we want input and 
involvement from the older segment of the campus community.” 

According to Bucher, several Senatorial vacancies will exist next 
semester, and “anyone interested is encouraged to check out a 
Presidential appointment about three or four weeks into the 
semester.” 
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Disability program 
chosen for study

Though we seldom think about how lucky we are to be able to walk, 
run or clap our hands, we sometimes (unintentionally, of course) fail to 
acknowledge the fact that there are unfortunate people who must make a 
special effort to stand up or to lift their hands to eat. 

Santa Ana College has several programs on campus that aid 
handicappets in acquiring as much education as those students without 
handicaps by providing transportation, which includes bus service, 
electric doors, elevators and mobility assistance, note takers and tape 
recorders for those unable to write, large print books, counseling, 
tutoring and several other supportive assistants. according to Jan 
Sherman, counselor aid in the Disability Student Center. “We provide 
anything that is going to make the classroom accessible to, the 
handicapped,” she noted. 

Impressed by SAC’s handicapped services, WGBH-TV. a public 
broadcasting station in Boston, recently honored the program by putting 
together a half-hour segment filmed on campus that will air on 
educational television sometime later this year. 

“They also sent a man out who was writing a book to go with the film.” 
Sherman added. 

Before finally choosing SAC as its filming location, WGBH-TV 
investigated several handicapped programs across the nation. “It was 
quite a feather in our cap to be chosen.” Mary Majors, coordinator of the 
Disability Student Program said. “That proves something about the 
program.” 

“We were chosen not because we're the most outsta nding program they 
found, but because we have a program encompassed to all areas.” Major 
said. The SAC curriculum includes assistance for the speech and hearing 
impaired and those with learning disabilities as well as the physically 
handicapped. 

The television series that will show provisions for handicapped froma 
program that has been successful is being sponsored by the Department 
of health, Education and Welfare which, according to the producer, plans 
to allow school administrators, directors and vocational instructors to 
view the tape before it is aired on television. 

The film wil be offered to the PBS network. but it will be up to the 
individual stations to pick it up. 

The Disabled Student Center focuses on giving support to anyone who 
is physically handicapped according to Sherman. though she feels that 
the students should do for themselves as much as possible. “Personally.” 
she said, “I like to see disabled people do as much on their own as can be 
done.” She added. “Some programs can help too much.” 

Sherman noted that good rapport with the administrators and faculty 
has helped the program tremendously. “They helped to make 
modifications and made things happen.” 

“it’s very nice to get this recognition.” Majors said. “It gives the 
students a lot of pride.”

Gold closed in London this week at $617.50 an 
ounce. What value can be said to be given of the in- 
depth experiences of a man who has spent over 30 
years as an educator and administrative deanat SAC”? 

Lee Ford, dean of Humanities, has decided to retire 
as of June 30, 1980. He will venture to a small 
mountain community of artists called Sodona, Ariz.. 
where he will be involved in a summer stock theatre 
and art gallery. 

“When I first came to SAC in 1950 we had 850 
students. It was during the Korean War and barracks 
stood on the campus,” he continued. “Honer Plaza 
was an Orange grove as was most everything else.” 

Ford enjoyed variety, switching back and forth 
from among the counseling program, drama coach 
and speech instructor. 

As a member of the Drama department, the 
gregarious Ford recalled his associations with SAC 
students who have achieved fame in the professional 
world like Academy Award-winning actress Diane 
Keaton, who he worked with in the 1965 SAC 
production of Carousel. 

“Diane, who was known then as Diane Hall, (thus

her autobiographical role in Annie Hall) had a lot of 


talent.” he continued. “She also had the drive to 
succeed as a professional. I've seen people with the 
same talent who were not willing to pay the price.” 

He mentioned television costume designer Rita 
Riggs as a former student who had talent and 
determination. 

“Tm very proud of the accomplishments of many of 
my former students.” he stated. 

Ford’s love of theatre is portrayed in two outstand- 
ing events he recalls during his career. As a drama 
coach in 1957, he was instrumental in the building of 
Phillips Hall. Before that time. college plays were 
produced in a converted barracks. 

“The 1961 production of Hamlet at SAC stands out 
in my mind as the most outstanding single theatrical 
endeavor. We had lots of work and we had the people 
willing to do it,” he reminisced. 

For his own dramatic exit from SAC, Ford will 
direct the production of Fantastiks in May at SAC. 

Ford expects to work with many actors in summer 
stock theatre as a director. Gold closed in London this 
week going up. A SAC teacher ends one career and 
opens a new production in a new state.
